In June 1950 eaeh Oerman employee and worker at the field 
was thoroughly questioned about hls relatives. The Soviets 
were partlcularly interested in those relatives residing 
in Western Germany. 

Colonel Hebrov, (fnu) , CO of the field, was relieved on 
29 May and flew to the Sovlet Union on 30 May 1950» il e 
was replaced by another oolonel.
